Petrey Wins Final 
Hoops Contest

In the final weekly contest of the 
season, Jill Petrey conquered a record¬ 
setting number of entrants to capture 
this edition of the Adair Progress 
Basketball Contest. 

Petrey’s 17 correct predictions, 
including Dayton over Ohio State, 
topped a field of three competitors tied 
with 16 and more than two dozen 
entries with 14 or 15 correct 
selections. 

Tied behind Petrey, Jordan Grant, 
Denise Riddle and Colton Back all 
correctly predicted 16 games. This 
week’s tiebreaker, Arizona’s first- 
round matchup against Weber State, 
resulted in the top-seeded Wildcats 
netting a closer-than-expected nine- 
point victory. Grant’s prediction of 
Sean Miller’s west coast power by 20 
was the nearest to that result, earning 
h im second place, while Riddle called 
for a 23-point Arizona win to claim 
third. 

For her victory, Petrey takes home 
$25 and a Sonic Combo Value Meal. 
Second place yields Grant a six-pack 
of Ski courtesy of Western Kentucky 
University and the Coca-Cola Bottling 
Company and a Burger King Whopper 
Value Meal, while Riddle’s third-place 
finish earns her, along with this week’s 
random drawing winner, Aaran Taylor, 
a Sonic Combo Value Meal. 


Bracket Contest 
Close Following 
First Weekend

March Madness tipped off last week, 
and as we’ve come to expect, the 
bracket-busting opening weekend was 
laden with upsets, Cinderellas and 
buzzer-beating insanity. For the more 
than 100 contestants in this year’s 
Adair Progress NCAA Tournament 
Challenge, the task was to conquer that 
insanity and prevail over the madness. 
In week one, however, several entrants 
were up to the task. 

After the opening weekend, Jill 
Petrey leads the contest with 51 points, 
correctly choosing 12 of the remaining 
Sweet 16 squads.

Burglaries At Three 
Local Businesses 

Columbia Police eye suspect 
in string of weekend break-ins

Three local businesses were burglarized late Friday night or 
early Saturday morning, including The Adair Progress, and 
Columbia Police say they are already investigating a possible 
suspect. 

Potts Body Shop and The Columbia-Adair Utilities District 
were also raided, and Columbia Police Ofc. Jamie Cole is 
leading the investigation into the robberies. A single individual 
is believed to be responsible for all three break-ins, based on 
camera footage from the Utilities District and The Progress, as 
well as the similar nature of the burglaries, which amounted to 
little more than a disorganized search for cash. 

“[Ofc. Cole] does have a suspect—we think the same person 
was involved in all three of them,” Columbia Police Chief 
Jason Cross says. “He also might’ve been involved in some a 
while back too. We’re still trying to tie up some loose ends.” 

The suspect, a white male about six feet tall, wore a brown 
hat and a blue-and-red Nike windbreaker jacket. He forced his 
way into the Progress’ side door, and then busted his way into a 
storage room. He went through desk drawers, presumably 
looking for cash, and vandalized an antique Coke machine 
before leaving with a small amount cash. 

The alleged burglar made off with about $800 in cash from 
the Utilities District, but some of his actions at the business were

Reed Says Funding 
For Vocational 
School Is In Place

The Adair County School 
Board met last Thursday for 
their March meeting and 
discussed the ongoing process 
of funding the newly 
approved technical school that 
will teach health sciences and 
metal fabrication. 

“It’s a go with the funding 
in place,” Superintendent 
Alan Reed said, also thanking 
the Lake Cumberland Area 
Development District for their 
help in acquiring grants. 
“They’ve just done wonderful 
things for this district.” 

A $500,000 grant to help 
pay for the school has already 
been approved, and Reed and 
the Board are waiting for 
approval on a $300,000 grant 
that would go even further in

String Of Grass Fires Continues

The third month of 2014 has been a bad one for grass fires in the area, and that trend continued 
last weekend when five blazes popped up Friday and Saturday in different areas of the county. 

“We’ve had several more than we usually have this time of year—several more than we had 
this time last year,” Adair County Fire Chief Terry Flatt says. “The prime time for grass fires isn’t 
even here yet.” 

The first of the fires erupted Friday on Hardesty Road, off of Holmes Bend Road, at a property 
owned by Lyndon Thomas. Nine firemen responded and extinguished the blaze relatively

I’m going to be quick with the column this 
week. I only have a few things that I want to 
say, but I hope you take the time to read. 

You’ll notice a unique picture at the 
bottom of our front page this week: A group 
of Lindsey Wilson students flexing their 
biceps in support of four-year-old Paxton 
Boyd and his battle with cancer. When I saw 
the shot, I was immediately filled with pride 
for my alma mater. 

I don’t know Paxton, and I don’t know his 
grandfather—Lindsey Wilson Associate 
Professor Larry Ennis—either. I never had 
the man in class, and wouldn’t know him if 
he walked into my office right now. Both of 
these gentlemen have my sincere support 
though, and Blake Spires and I will both be 
writing letters of encouragement to Paxton 
later this afternoon. I hope a few people 
reading this column decide to do the same. 

Blake knows Mr. Ennis from Lindsey. 
Ennis was an instructor in the Education 
Dept, while he was in school. According to 
Mr. Spires, Ennis is a good man that took 
sincere interest in his students’ success, but 
was a tough teacher. He pushed his students 
hard, demanded everyone’s best, always 
wanted his students to improve, and was a 
harsh grader. I smiled when I heard this 
because young Paxton surely possesses this 
same toughness that his grandfather gained 
a reputation for at Lindsey. 

I’ll be completely honest: It’s hard for me 
to even fathom what Paxton and his family 
are going through. I can’t imagine dealing 
with so much at such a young age, and I 
can’t imagine watching a young family 
member fight such a hard, uphill battle 
either. It would be excruciating, and all of 
these folks are in my prayers. 

I hope they’re in yours too. I have a soft 
spot for kids, and I know I’m not alone in 
that sentiment within this community. 
There’s nothing in the world that’s more 
unfair than youngsters having their 
childhood robbed from them by illness, and 
while Paxton isn’t the first or last to have to 
fight this battle, that doesn’t make his 
struggle any easier. 

In closing, I want to once again ask 
everyone to please write to Paxton. Letters 
and cards won’t heal his body, and they 
might not even do much to make him feel 
better either. They will let him know that 
people are thinking about him though, that 
people are praying for him, and that people 
believe in him. 

If there’s one thing I know about my 
hometown, it’s that we give like no other. 

We may not have the most vibrant economy 
or the prettiest downtown area or a lot of 
money in our pockets, but we get behind 
causes we believe in, and we support each 
other. Please support Paxton now.

One Hundred Years Ago in Adair County: 

From the pages of The Adair County News, 25 March 1914- 
Squire T.F. Go wen was in town last Friday to last Friday and 
procured license to marry Mrs. Mary Coomer. The ceremony took 
place at the bride’s home, near Nell, this county. They will reside on 
the Squires farm, near Gradyville. The groom is 71, the bride 61. 
This is the third venture for both the bride and groom. 

Snow on the ground to the depth of five inches last Friday 
morning [20 March 1914]. It was fine on the growing wheat crop. 
Fast Thursday was the most disagreeable day of the winter. A sticky 
snow commenced to fall about 10 o’clock, and continued until after 
night fall. The wind was high and penetrating. It was not only a 
rough day to the human family, but stock, horses, cattle and sheep 
not housed suffered. 

Eld. W.F. Smith, of Albany, Ky., a grandson of John Smith, one 
of the pioneers of the Restoration Movement, known as “Raccoon 
John,” will preach at Glenville on Saturday night before the fifty 
Sunday in this month. He will also preach at Pleasant Hill on 
Sunday morning at 11 o’clock. 

Mr. Robert O. Keltner spent one day in Columbia last week on 
business. Uncle John Moore, who has been confined to his room for 
several weeks, is thought to be improving at this time. Mr. Ed 
Dohoney, of Green County, visited his mother, Mrs. Parson, here a 
day or so of last week. Nell & Simmons’ new office will be 
completed in the near future. When completed, will be a very 
commodious building and will add to the looks of our town. Miss 
Ora Moss, who taught a very interesting and successful school at 
the residence of Mr. R.F. Caldwell, in the Mill town community, 
closed her school last week. —Gradyville letter.

“Maney’s Confederate Brigade at the Battle of Peiryville” 

New book highlights crucial part of Kentucky s largest Civil War battle 


Stuart W. Sanders, former 
executive director of the 
Perry ville Battlefield 

Preservation Association, has 
written his third Civil War 
book. 

Published by The History 
Press on March 25, “Maney’s 
Confederate Brigade at the 
Battle of Perry ville” examines 
a Southern unit that endured 
some of the heaviest fighting. 

“Maney’s Brigade is the 
perfect lens through which to 
view the battle,” Sanders said. 
“Several of Maney’s regiments 
lost nearly fifty percent casualties and they played a major role 
in determining how the action unfolded. An appreciation of 
what these troops accomplished is a key to understanding the 
entire fight,” he added. 

Tasked with breaking the Union left flank, Maney’s Tennessee 
and Georgia troops captured two important Federal positions but 
were unable to crack that side of the Union line. The 
Confederates’ inability to win a decisive victory at Perry ville 
kept the Bluegrass State in Union hands for the remainder of the 
war. 

The action was so overwhelming that one of Maney’s sol¬ 
diers, Private Sam Watkins, exclaimed, “I do not remember of a 
harder contest and more evenly fought battle than that of 
Perry ville.” 

Sanders, who has also written a book about the aftermath of 
the Battle of Perry ville, noted that the heaviest number of casu¬ 
alties was found on that side of the Union line. Maney reported 
that he lost “some of the bravest and best” from his command. 

According to Sanders, the actions of the commander were 
ultimately questioned. “Although his troops performed admi¬ 
rably, Maney later fought a duel to defend himself against 
charges that he had shirked his duty at Perryville,” Sanders said. 


In addition to showcasing the hardest fighting of the battle, 
Sanders said that the book provides a ground-level view of what 
soldiers endured at Perryville. 

Sanders worked for the Perryville Battlefield Preservation 
Association for nearly ten years. His other books are “Perryville 
Under Fire: The Aftermath of Kentucky’s Largest Civil War 
Battle” and “The Battle of Mill Springs, Kentucky,” also pub¬ 
lished by The History Press. 

Sanders has contributed essays to the books “Kentuckians in 
Gray: Confederate Generals and Field Officers of the Bluegrass 
State,” multiple volumes of “Confederate Generals in the 
Western Theater,” and two volumes of “Confederate Generals of 
the Trans-Mississippi.” He has also written for “Civil War Times 
Illustrated,” “America’s Civil War,” “Military History 
Quarterly,” “Hallowed Ground,” “Blue and Gray,” and several 
other publications. He is currently a public history administrator 
for the Commonwealth of Kentucky.

paying the construction costs. 
According to Reed, money to 
pay the two prospective teachers 
at the school looks like it could 
be on the way as well, thanks to 
cooperation from state 
representatives Bam Carney and 
Jeff Hoover. 

“It looks like our two teachers 
for the technical school are now 
at the top of the priority list [in 
Frankfort],” Reed told the Board 
during his monthly 
announcements. “It was not in 
the governor’s budget. Thank 
God we got that rectified.” 

In other business at 
Thursday’s meeting the Board: 

•Discussed unlikelihood that 
the state legislature would agree 
on a measure to modify this 
year’s schedule to help ease the 
burden of making up so many 
snow days. 

“We’re on a time crunch 
because of graduation dates,” 
Reed said. 

Tuesday, Reed said in a 
telephone interview that it looks 
even less likely that the district 
would be getting any relief from 
Frankfort, and that the last day 
of school is currently set for 
June 3, with graduation on June 
6. 

“That way we’ll have a few 
days to work with,” Reed said, 
explaining that the three days 


between give the district some 
leeway in the unlikely scenario 
that another day or two is 
cancelled. “We could even have 
school the sixth and graduation 
that night if we needed to.” 

•Approved a new lease 
agreement for copiers with 
Xerox. Three vendors offered 
their sales pitch at the meeting— 
Xerox, Toshiba, and the 
district’s current provider, 
Danville Office Equipment. 
Xerox offered the cheapest 
lease, which provided for free, 
unlimited black-and-white 
copies, a flat rate that won’t 
fluctuate depending on usage, 
and color copies for an 
additional four cents per sheet. 
Xerox also had no return fees at 
the end of the proposed 36- 
month lease. 

“Most carriers charge about 
$800 to pick up a piece and 
return it,” Ryan Frederick of 
American Business Systems, 
who pitched for Xerox, told the 
Board. 

A committee had already been 
established to vet the 
prospective vendors, and after 
the three made their sales pitch, 
Carla Perkins offered the 
committee’s recommendation to 
the Baord. 

“Xerox did provide us with 


the lowest price,” Perkins said. 
“The unlimited copying was a 
big factor too.” Perkins 
estimated the yearly savings the 
move to Xerox could provide at 
more than $18,000 per year. 

Board Chairman Floyd 
Burton moved to go with the 
Xerox proposal, Mike Harris 
seconded, and the motion passed 
unanimously, 5-0. 

•Heard from Heather Spoon 
about a new initiative for the 
Career Pathway in Energy that 
will allow a few selected 
applicants to attend classes at 
Lindsey Wilson College and 
earn college credit hours while 
they are still in high school. 
Spoon asked the Board to fund 
the project, which will cost $180 
per student for up to 15 students. 

“It’s a great program,” Spoon 
told the Board. 

Joe Payne moved to fund the 
project, Mike Harris seconded, 
and the motion passed, 5-0. 

•Heard the technology update 
from Carla Perkins. Perkins said 
that the number-one priority for 
technology updates in the 
district was teachers’ computers, 
some of which are several years 
old. The number-two priority is 
student devices, most of which 
are newer than the teachers’ 
computers, but the district needs

quickly—it took only 30 min¬ 
utes—but four or five acres of 
land burned in the process and 
several residences were threat¬ 
ened as the fire rapidly 
expanded. 

“That one came pretty close 
to a couple of mobile homes and 
housing structures over in that 
area,” Flatt says. “The guy was 
burning some sticks and brush 
and the wind got up and it kind 
of got out of control.” 

The next fire popped up early 
Saturday afternoon on Rocky 
Hill Road. The property was 
owned by Gerald Reliford and 
occupied by Ricardo Hughes. 
The field fire burned three acres 
of land, and it took the nine 
Adair firemen on scene 40 min¬ 
utes to quell the blaze. 

An hour later, the fire 
restarted and began to spread 
further due to the high winds, 
which were augmented by the 
high elevation of the area. Ten 
firemen responded and only an 


additional half-acre of land 
burned in the half hour it took 
them to put out the second fire. 

Two smaller fires later 
Saturday evening capped off a 
busy 24 hours for local firefight¬ 
ers. A grass fire on Grady Loop 
resulted in minimal damage, and 
took only 20 minutes for the 
Columbia Fire Dept, to extin¬ 
guish. 

The last of the weekend infer¬ 
nos presented quite a challenge 
though, as a grass fire spread 
into woods, burning an acre of 
woods and leading to the Ky. 
Division of Forestry being noti¬ 
fied. Gene Yarberry owned the 
property, and 11 firemen were 
on the scene for one hour. 

Flatt says the uptick in fires 
lately is most likely a result of 
odd weather patterns coupled 
with people not taking the 
proper precautions if they are 
planning to burn. 

“We’ve been posting on face- 
book and trying to keep people 


and the community aware of the 
fire situation,” Flatt says. 
“People are going to burn 
though. We just ask that they 
please take the proper precau¬ 
tions or you could possibly 
destroy a lot of property.” 

The wet, windy, weather has 
also contributed to the problem, 
as people assume wet ground 
means safe burning. 

“We’ve had a couple nice 
days and people wanted to get 
those sticks and stuff that fell off 
during winter cleaned up and 
burned off,” Flatt says. “With 
the wind we’ve had, that can get 
out of hand pretty quickly, even 
if the ground is wet.” 

“The top surface just dries out 
if it’s windy, even if there’s 
water on the ground,” Flatt con¬ 
tinues. “I want to urge everyone 
again, if you’re going to burn, 
recognize the conditions and 
take all the precautions you 
can.”

caught on camera. 

“He broke in the back door of 
the shop and then pried another 
one open,” office manager 
Jennifer Carter says. “It 
appeared he was just looking for 
cash.” 

The man opened all desk 
drawers just as he did at The 
Progress, and lifted personal 
cash from the one desk that 
contained money. He attempted 
to access other areas of the 
building, but failed in his 
attempt to pry open several more 
doors. 

The burglary at Potts was the 
least productive of the three, as 
the thief doesn’t appear to have 
taken anything of value from the 
business. His entrance was the 
most notable of the three 
though. 

“He threw a concrete block 
through the front door,” owner 
Jeff Potts says.

Wheat Crop Lagging Behind 

Cold weather has taken its toll on several things, the wheat crop 
is also one of them. In a “normal” year, the wheat crop would be at 
growth stages Feekes 5 or 6, however with the unusually cold 
Winter, much of the wheat crop is 2-3 weeks behind normal at 
growth stages Feekes 2 or 3. Adair County is not a major producer 
of wheat for grain, only about 1,400 acres were harvested in 2013. 
However, wheat does play an important role in many livestock 
operations for forage, approximately 2,200 acres grown in 2013. 

For wheat grain producers, a lagging wheat crop will result in 
calendar delays in timing of applications of fungicides for diseases 
such as fusariam head blight (scab). It will be important that 
growers time applications of fungicides with the proper stage of 
development, which will likely be a few weeks later than common. 
Wheat forage producers have somewhat more flexibility with a 
delayed wheat crop, however a delayed wheat forage harvest will 
result in a later planted corn silage crop. While every year is 
different, most years late planted corn will have less yield potential 
and greater insect pressure. Wheat forage producers may consider 
harvesting wheat at an earlier growth stage to avoid these potential 
issues. In the process, producers would be rewarded with a higher 
nutrient content of the wheat forage crop. 


The winter weather has also made nitrogen applications very 
difficult in wheat. Some producers took advantage of frozen ground 
to make early N applications and reduce the risk of compacting or 
rutting the ground later in the season. Unfortunately, a considerable 
amount of precipitation fell while the ground was still frozen, which 
increased potential N loss in surface runoff water. A field study at 
the University of Kentucky Research and Education Center 
(UKREC) indicates that when N was applied to frozen ground prior 
to significant rain events, 49 to 64% of N was potentially lost. 
Producers should monitor their crop, consider tissue sampling for 
nitrogen, and make adjustments on split applications of nitrogen as 
needed. 


2013 Crop Statistics 

USD A National Ag Statistics released crop acreage and yield 
estimates for 2013 on February 20th. Crop acres for Adair County 
increased once again with gains observed in corn, soybeans, and 
wheat. Acres harvested for corn increased from 8,180 in 2012 to 
8,700 in 2013 and posted an average yield of 144.6 bushels. 
Soybean acres increased from 5,050 to 6,450 acres with an average 
yield of 57.1 bushels per acre, exceeding the state average yield by 
7.6 bushels. Wheat grain acres also jumped to 1,400 acres (from 
670) while increasing from 53.4 bushels per acre to 65.1. 

2013 marked the third consecutive year that Adair County has 
witnessed significant increases in corn acres and the 5th year for 
significant soybean acreage increase. Favorable grain prices and a 
shrinking cattle herd has lead the charge for growth of grain acres. 
With grain prices less favorable in 2014, grain acreage will likely 
level off and there is potential that we may begin to see their cattle 
inventory begin to rebuild. USD A will release county estimates for 
tobacco, hay, and livestock later this year.

After a season-opening 
blowout victory to start the 
season, the ACHS Lady Indian 
softball team dropped three 
straight contests this past week. 
Despite solid pitching and 
defense, the Adair offense was 
unable to manufacture runs, 
totaling just four runs in three 
games as they fell to Russell, 
Hart and Green County. 

Lady Indians 1 
Russell County 3 

The Lady Indians played host 
to archrival Russell County last 
Thursday afternoon, looking to 
notch their second win of the 
season. In a contest fitting of the 
rivalry, the two squads battled 
through a highly competitive 
affair. Ultimately, Russell 
County was able to muster more 
runs than the Lady Indians, and 
claimed the 3-1 victory. 

“We just didn’t get the timely 
hits we needed,” Coach Steve 
Martin said. “We had 
opportunities, but didn’t come 
through at the right time.” 

Despite the visitors landing 
two baserunners in the first and 
third and loading the bases in 
the second, the Lady Indian 
pitching and defense buckled 
down to minimize the damage, 
allowing only three runs total in 
those innings. 

In the bottom of the fourth 
and trailing 3-0, a MaKayla 
Matthews single with two outs 
gave Adair its first runner of the 
inning. A hard-hit Ashley Bragg 
double to center scored 
Matthews, but that would be the 
only change in the score for the 
remainder of the contest as the 
Lady Indians fell 3-1. 


Senior first baseman Emily Peck skied to nab a throw and record an impressive 
out early in Monday’s loss to Green County. 


“Defensively, we made a 
couple of mistakes that cost us,” 
Martin continued. “Natalie 
seemed to be pitching out of 
trouble every inning.” 

Senior Natalie Bertram took 
the loss for Adair, going the 
distance with five strikeouts and 
allowing three runs. At the plate, 
Ashley Bragg went 1-3 with the 
only RBI for Adair. Sophomore 
MaKayla Matthews was 2-3 in 
the contest with a run scored, 
and both Jordan Janes and 
Sammy Jo Kemp recorded hits, 
while Hannah Absher and 
Sidney Bright drew walks for 
the struggling Adair offense. 

Lady Indians 1 
Hart County 2 

After Thursday’s close loss, 


the Lady Indians ventured to 
Hart County on Friday night 
looking to right the ship. Despite 
another solid performance from 
the defense, and a strong 
showing on the mound from 
sophomore MaKayla Matthews, 
Adair yet again failed to score 
enough runs to earn the victory, 
losing 2-1. 

“I was very pleased with the 
defensive effort early,” Coach 
Martin said after the game. “A 
crucial error and walk allowed 
Hart to score both their runs, but 
that will happen early in the 
season.” 

With Matthews on the mound 
and her defense strong behind 
her, the Lady Indians blanked 
Hart for the first five innings of 
the contest. Adair, however, was 
unable to capitalize on the 
dominant defensive start. 

Adair threatened in the top of 
the third, as Emily Peck singled 
and then advanced into scoring 
position on a fielder’s choice 
before being gunned out at the 
plate on a Brooklyn Coomer 
single to keep the game 
scoreless. 

In the fifth, Sidney Bright 
reached on an error and then 
moved to second on a Peck 
sacrifice. An Emily Janes single 
brought the courtesy runner to 
third as Janes took second, but 
the runner at third was caught 
off base and tagged out. Coomer 
singled again, scoring Janes 
from second and putting the 
Lady Indians ahead 1-0. 

In the sixth, however, Hart led 
off with a single to center field, 
and an error allowed the runner 
to advance all the way to third.

“This was a good high school 
game,” Coach Martin said of the 
well-played contest. “We 
pitched well, defended well, and 
even hit well—just not in key 
times.” 

Green County struck early in 
this one, as a two out double to 
center was quickly brought 
home by another hard hit ball to 
center field for a 1-0 lead for the 
visitors in the top half of the first 
inning. 

A Brooklyn Coomer leadoff 
single put Adair in position to 
answer, but a beautifully hit ball

It hasn’t been very long since I 
penned a column about the lasting and 
powerful nature of rivalries in sports. 

That column was specifically about 
high school basketball, but with the 
KHSAA Sweet 16 wrapping up last 
weekend, the eyes of the hoops world 
turn toward another, more national, 

Sweet 16, where one particular rivalry 
is even more intense. 

You undoubtedly know by now about Friday night’s matchup in 
Indianapolis between Kentucky and Louisville, and by the time you 
read these words are likely so ready for the game to finally start that 
you can’t stand to read any further or hear any more chatter about 
the duel. In fact, when the brackets were released two Sundays ago, 
many fans immediately looked ahead to a potential Cats-Cards 
matchup, assuming both could make it that far after their criminally 
bad mis-seeding. 

Well, both Bluegrass squads overcame the Selection Committee’s 
incompetence, with Louisville edging out an upset-minded 
Manhattan squad and then decimating a St. Louis squad that clearly 
did not belong as a five seed, while the Cats handled Kansas State 
in ugly fashion before knocking off unbeaten Wichita State in the 
game of the tournament thus far. The wins from each program set 
up yet another NCAA Tournament dream game—or rather, 
nightmare game, for the two fanbases. 

You see, I noticed an interesting phenomenon last week leading 
up to the Wichita State game. Despite the winner advancing to play 
Louisville, and Wichita State carrying an unbeaten and impressive 
record and the number one seed in the region, Louisville fans were 
cheering for them. That’s right, they wanted to play the region’s 
highest-ranked team with zero losses, not the “eighth-best” squad 
with ten marks in the defeat column. 

That’s because fear does interesting things to people. Now, don’t 
get me wrong and get all mad at me (again). I’m not saying 
Louisville or their fans are necessarily afraid of Kentucky the team. 
They know as well as anyone that you have to beat good teams on 
the path to a title. What they, as well as the Kentucky fans on the 
opposite side of the equation, are afraid of is losing to their bitter 
rival. 

Sixty-four teams make the NCAA tournament every year (I don’t 
count the play-in games, because no tournament in the history of 
ever gives 64 of 68 teams a first-round bye, but that’s another 
article altogether), and 63 of those teams go home having lost to 
someone. Your odds of losing somewhere along the line are 
incredibly high, and that season-ending loss is always a painful one. 

Rarely, however, is that painful, season-ending loss to the team 
you dislike the most. Even more rare is for that loss to come to a 
team that has droves of fans that you live near, know well, and 
either work or interact with on an almost-daily basis. You may very 
well be the biggest anti-Gonzaga basketball fan on the planet, but 
the chance of knowing more than one or two people that cheer for 
them is small.

After struggling a bit to start their 2014 season, the Indians were 
in action four times last week, traveling to Metcalfe County last 
Thursday night before competing all weekend at the Barren County 
Invitational in Glasgow. Adair’s lone loss of the weekend came at 
the hands of traditional power Lexington Lafayette, and the Indians 
improved their record to 3-4 on the season after beginning 0-3. 

“We did some good things this week,” Head Coach Mike 
Mantooth said following the weekend. “We’re still growing as a 
team and have a lot of areas to improve, but we played well.” 

Indians 8 Metcalfe County 2 

Before kicking off the Invitational over the weekend, the Indians 
traveled to Metcalfe County last Thursday night to square off with 
the hosting Hornets. An impressive outing for starting pitcher Josh 
Hardin earned him the win, and senior Trenton Watson blasted a 
two-run homerun to ignite the Adair offense in the 8-2 victory. 

The Tribe jumped out early, notching three runs in the top of the 
first to take what could have been a commanding lead. Metcalfe, 
however, started strong as well, answering with two runs in their 
half of the inning to cut the Adair lead to just one run. 

After giving up two runs in the first, however, Hardin settled in 
on the mound. The junior allowed no hits or runs for the remainder 
of the contest, striking out four Hornet batters along the way. 

The Indian offense, on the other hand, was the most consistent it 
has been so far in this young season, as they tacked on another run 
in the third and fourth innings, and poured on a three-run seventh 
for plenty of insurance and the 8-2 victory. 

Hardin earned the win on the mound, pitching six innings for 
Adair. At the plate, Trenton Watson’s 2-4 outing included a double 
and two-run homerun, giving the senior outfielder two RBI and two 
runs scored. Junior Dusty Todd went 2-3 in the contest, scoring 
three runs of his own, and senior Ty Bennett tallied three RBI for 
the Indians in the win. 

Indians 1 Lexington Lafayette 10 

Fresh off an impressive team win the night before, the Indians 
traveled to Glasgow for the Barren County invitational. In their first 
of three games in just two days, the Indians matched up against 


Lexington Lafayette. The powerhouse Lafayette squad handled the 
Indians 10-1, but Adair did tally the only run allowed by the 
Generals so far this season. 

Junior Zach Hutchison was on the mound for Adair in this one, 
and despite the caliber of the foe, remained aggressive in his 
approach, holding Lafayette scoreless in the first two innings. The 
Generals took control in the top of the third, netting three runs in 
the inning, and after adding six more in the fifth, held a 
commanding 9-0 lead. 

The Indians kept fighting however, as sophomore infielder Mike 
Ratliff drove in a run in his only plate appearance of the contest in 
the bottom half of the fifth. 

Lafayette would add another run in the sixth, and the final 
margin was set at 10-1. 

In the loss, Zach Hutchison gave a valiant effort as he pitched 
five innings, striking out seven Generals and walking none. 
Ratliff’s RBI was the lone source of scoring for the Indians in the 
game. 

Indians 4 Portland, Tenn. 3 

With no time to dwell on Friday night’s loss, the Indians were 
back in action for their first of two Saturday contests as they took 
on Portland, Tenn. Adair took an early lead, but fell behind in the 
middle of the matchup before a strong sixth inning put them ahead 
to stay for the 4-3 win. 

Junior Dusty Todd took the ball for this one, striking out all three 
Portland batters in the first before being relieved after just one 
inning of work. The Indian offense was also shut out in the first, 
however, and the score remained blank after one. 

In the second, Adair plated a run, and sophomore relief pitcher 
Trevor Willis began his first of four effective innings for the 
Indians. 

The score would remain the same until Portland managed runs in 
the fourth and fifth, taking a brief 2-1 lead. An Adair surge in the 
top of the sixth resulted in three runs, and the 4-2 lead would be 
enough for the Indians to hang on despite another run added in the 
sixth from Portland. 

Trevor Willis earned the win for Adair, going 4 1/3 with six 
strikeouts, allowing five hits and walking two batters. Junior Tristan

So yes, while it hurts to have a season end short of a title, 
particularly when you feel as though your team had a legitimate 
chance to stake their claim to the crown, it hurts far worse when 
that loss results in the complete jubilation of fans of a team that you 
not only despise, but who you see every single day. 

And that’s the dilemma facing both Blue and Red in Kentucky 
right now. Of course you want to win every single game you play, 
and of course both programs view themselves as contenders for the 
trophy, but only one team can win Friday’s game. For that team, the 
victory will be incredible. The joy of marching on to the Elite Eight 
is secondary to what will be a huge victory over your key rival. 

For Louisville fans, it’s a chance to try and repeat last year’s title 
and to try (although the game isn’t nearly as big) and heal the 
wounds from the 2012 Final Four loss to Kentucky. For Cats fans, 
it’s a chance to keep the wave of momentum going in order to save 
a disappointing season, to notch another win this season over the 
Cardinals, and to remind Little Brother where they rightfully stand.

On March 1, 2014, students from both Adair and Russell Counties traveled to Somerset, Ky., to 
represent the Lake Cumberland Area Technology Center in the Regional Skills Competition held at 
Somerset Community College and Pulaski County Area Technology Center. There were several 
counties represented during the contest, and students competed in the fields of Automotive, Carpentry, 
Electricity, Industrial Maintenance, and CNC Machining, as well as many other categories. 

In the welding division, there were two separate teams from LCATC consisting of three students 
each that competed in Welding Fabrication, two students that competed in Welding Sculpture, two 
students that competed in Welding, and two students that competed in the Job demonstration divisions.

Lindsey Wilson College To Begin Doctoral 
Program In Counselor Education And Supervision 


Lindsey Wilson College will 
offer a doctoral program in 
counselor education and super¬ 
vision this fall. The 72-hour, 
weekend PhD program will pre¬ 
pare leaders in the field of pro¬ 
fessional counseling. 

“It’s a program that’s been 
about 10 years in the making,” 
said LWC Associate Professor 
of Counseling Jennifer 
Williamson. “We’ve worked 
with consultants from some of 
the best programs in the country 
to create a program that will 
give students an opportunity to 
change the face of mental health 
in Kentucky.” 

The doctoral program was 
created to accommodate work¬ 
ing adults by offering courses 
one weekend per month on the 
LWC A.P. White Campus in 
Columbia. In the interim period, 
students will stay connected to 
classmates and professors 
through online learning com¬ 
munities. The program will take 
about four years to complete. 


“This program emphasizes a 
unique combination of schol¬ 
arship, real-world application 
and technology,” said LWC 
Associate Professor of 
Counseling Jeff Parsons. “This 
program will challenge and pre¬ 
pare students for employment as 
counselors, supervisors, edu¬ 
cators, researchers and leaders in 
the counseling profession.” 

Williamson said the liberal 
arts college created its first doc¬ 
toral program in response to a 
growing need in Kentucky to 
have more doctoral-level men¬ 
tal-health professionals. 

“For the last few years, offi¬ 
cials at mental-health agencies 
have asked us when we were 
going to start a doctoral program 
because there is such a need for 
doctoral-level professionals in 
this state,” she said. “This a 
huge need in the mental-health 
community.” 

LWC’s counselor education 
and supervision program will 
have five areas of focus: teach¬ 


ing; advanced counseling; 
research and scholarship; lead¬ 
ership and advocacy; and con¬ 
sultation. 

“This program will prepare 
students to be leaders in the 
community,” Williamson said. 
“One of the most exciting things 
about the program is that stu¬ 
dents will be prepared to lead 
mental health in Kentucky.” 

LWC Associate Professor of 
Counseling Daniel Williamson 
said the new doctoral program 
will give students multiple 
opportunities to engage in 
research, and he hopes many of 
them will focus on mental- 
health issues faced in 
Appalachia. 

“There is a large contingent of 
resources looking for under¬ 
privileged and underrepresented 
communities, and this is our 
way of contributing to that com¬ 
munity,” he said. 

Jennifer Williamson said the 
program will apply for accredi¬ 


tation with the Council for the 
Accreditation of Counseling and 
Related Educational Programs, 
the accrediting body recognized 
by the Council for Higher 
Education Accreditation. LWC’s 
master’s program, which was 
started in 1993, is CACREP- 
accredited. It has been cited as a 
model small-college graduate 
program. 

CACREP policies allow new 
doctoral programs to apply for 
accreditation within two years of 
graduating their first students. 
Williamson said the CES pro¬ 
gram will begin the accredi¬ 
tation application process in 
2016, and it hopes to become the 
first doctoral program in coun¬ 
selor education and supervision 
in Kentucky with CACREP 
accreditation.

Seniors who remained at 
ACHS on Tuesday were treated 
to four very dynamic guest 
speakers who talked to them 
about their choices for the future.

This month’s Adair County School District Spotlight is on what 
has to be one of the sweetest ladies I think God ever put on the 
planet. Her heart is—without a doubt—the size of Adair County, and 
if you ever get a chance to see her work with our young children, 
your own heart will melt. She started her career with the district in 
1998 as an Instructional Assistant to a student with a visual 
impairment. Fast-forward 16 years and she is the Director for the 
21st Century Community Learning Center grant. If you ever had a 
child who was lucky enough to be in her after-school program over 
the years, you know exactly who I am talking about: Ms. Dana 
Harmon. 

Dana is a shining gem within our district. Her hard work and 
dedication to our students has been unwavering over the past 16 
years. Any time she has been faced with a challenge during her 
career she has faced it head on and won each battle with steady 
determination. When Dana started at Col. Wm. Casey in 1998, I 
don’t think anyone knew what a catch she really was. It was 
apparent that she loved children by the way she worked with her 
visually impaired student each day, but when the first 21st Century 
Grant was written for Col. Wm. Casey is when Dana’s true abilities 
and passion came to light. 

The first program was a K-3 program serving approximately 100 
students. Over the years it has taken many different twists and turns 
but has always been one of the most successful programs in the 
state with Dana at the helm. It has now expanded to service roughly 
650 Adair County students this year alone. 

Dana has written the grants for numerous years, bringing in close 
to a million dollars total to provide learning opportunities for our 
students in an after-school setting. 

Dana’s program is currently housed in Adair County Primary 
Center. Principal Patty Jones has worked with Dana since the 
beginning of her career and had this to say about her: “Dana was 
the passion, vision, and strength behind creating what has come to 
be an outstanding program and a model example for other programs 
in the state. She has proven to be an exemplary grant writer, with 
her most recent grant scoring almost perfectly and receiving rave 
reviews. On top of that, Dana is one of the most professional people 
with whom I have had the privilege to work during my educational 
career, and she has been, and continues to be, the driving force 
behind our after-school program. I should also mention Dana has 
created multiple community partnerships utilizing every resource 
she can dig up to help her program and our students. There is no 
question — we are truly blessed to have her.” 

Dana is a local girl born and raised. She has been married to her 
husband Steve Harmon for 29 years. They have one daughter, 
Hay lee Case Harmon, who is currently enrolled at Western 
Kentucky University. Dana has received her Associates Degree in 
Social Science. She began her studies in 2000 while working within 
the district. 

Dana is not one to blow her own horn, and that was apparent 
when I asked her about her success with her most recent grant 
approval the 21st Century Community Learning Center grant. Dana 
simply said, “I am blessed that I get to come to a job I love each 
day, where I work with awesome kids and an outstanding staff her 
at the Adair County Primary Center.” 

In the end, it comes down to this simple fact: Dana Harmon is 
AWESOME and runs one of the best 21st Century after-school 
programs in the state of Kentucky. We are all lucky to call her our 
colleague.

I had to take responsibility and help my team to do things around 
camp. We had to work hard to make fire. Fire was essential because the water that we drank had to be boiled to remove parasites. Shelter 
was important as well, because it was hurricane season and we had to have protection from the storms. 

Habit 2: Begin with the End in Mind — In my life, I have always set goals for myself. It took me two years to make it on Survivor. At 
the beginning of the show my first goal was to make it to the end of the 1st week, then to make it to the merge and then to make it to the 
end. (Tune in to find out, if I made it!) 

Habit 3: Put First Things First — In my life, I have always prioritized my values. Faith is first, family is second and school work is my 
third priority. On Survivor, I had to uphold my integrity. 

Habit 4: Think Win-Win — On Survivor, I learned that you are only as strong as the weakest link on your team. You are tired, 
dehydrated, grouchy and hungry. It is easy to not get along with people but you had to build each other up and encourage each other so we 
could win challenges as a tribe. 

Habit 5: Seek First to Understand, Then Be Understood & Habit 6: Synergize — As a tribe, we come from all different parts of the 
United States. Some of us went to college and other’s chose to enter the work force. We had to try to understand each other and be 
respectful of our differences. You cannot be a team player if there is controversy. 

Habit 7: Sharpen the Saw — The first day that I found out that I had been selected to be a participant of Survivor, I knew that I had to 
get in shape. I started eating healthy and exercising. I knew that I had to be in the best shape both physically and mentally. 

Find your passion in life and set goals to achieve your passion. Even if you fail, don’t give up. “Out Wit - Out Play - Out Last”

“It was just wonderful Jones 
says. “I’ve heard nothing but 
good things from everyone I’ve 
talked to.” 

Kindergarten teacher Sarah 
Burton took over organizing 
duties this year following the 
retirement of Ellen Zomes, and 
Jones gives her most of the 
praise for the evening going so 
smoothly. 

“Every bit of the credit goes 
to Sarah Burton,” Jones says. 
“She and three first-year 
teachers that assisted her— 
Taylor Smith, Tabitha Giles, and 
Courtney Coomer—did 99- 
percent of the work.” 

Read Across Adair County 
was established to foster a love 
of reading in students and 
parents alike. Several local 
officials and election candidates 
read various children’s stories in 
different classrooms; Lindsey 
Wilson students led games, 
activities and crafts; and prizes 
were given away at the end of 
the night, including an iPod 
Touch and a Chromebook tablet. 

“The main thing we’re trying 
to do is promote family 
literacy,” Burton says. “We want

Hadley’s thoughts. 

“I just love seeing the kids 
that excited about learning and 


reading,” Smith says. “That part 
meant the most to me, especially 
as a future educator.” 

Jones offered thanks to 
everyone who helped out and 
volunteered with this year’s 
Read Across Adair County, and 
says she hopes the program 
made an impact on parents and 
students. 

“We want to make reading 
fun for students, and I think we 
did that,” Jones says.
